Bucks County plays a very 
important part in this annual 
Mummers Parade in the person 
of The Greater Bucks County 
String Band, captained by 
Frank Weller. This band has 
been marching and represent- 
ing Bucks County for 15 years, 
and is one of the twenty-two 
string bands that has played 
and strutted their way into the 
hearts of millions. 

It began in 1948. Frank 
was President of the Penndel 
Fire Company and they needed 
money. He conceived the idea 
of starting a children's string 
band and advertised in a local 
newspaper. Only three little 
girls responded. After two 
weeks, more youngsters ap- 
peared and finally there were 
65 children from nine to four- 
teen years of age, including 
Frank's son Robert who played 
the accordion. They called 
themselves the Penndel Fire- 
fighters’ String Band and from 
then on, marched with the lo-

cal firemen in parades. 

Mr. Weller was President of 
the Fire Company as well as 
Captain of the string Band. He 
coulan't continue in this dual 
capacity so he chose to remain 
as Captain. Membership in the 
Band was now limited to boys 
from 15 to 17 years old with 
only a few men. Today the 
Band is composed almost en- 
tirely of men. 

The band entered their first 
New Year’s Parade in 1949. 
Their theme was “Be My Val- 
entine" and they made their 
own red and white costumes in 
the attic of a house in Hulme- 
ville, Bucks County. 

Three new bands paraded 
that year—Dick Crean’s Band, 
Tne ralmyra String Band, and 
Mr. Weller’s group who now 
were known as The Greater 
Bucks County String Band. 
They were not allowed to com- 
pete for the regular prizes since 
it was their first time on Broad 
Street. However, the Greater 
Bucks men were voted the Best 
Rookie Band of 1949 and won 
a special award. Frank’s son, 
Robert, marched with the men 
and played a saxophone. Since 
that time, the Bucks County 
Band has never missed a year. 

They won 13th prize in 
J955 with the theme of the 
“Monaco Wedding Guards.” 
In a mock wedding ceremony 
before the Judges’ Stand, Cap- 
tain Weller united a charming 
“Grace Kelly” with “her” 
handsome “Prince Rainier.” 
Frank’s young grandson, Rob- 
ert, Jr., wore a black dress suit 
and proudly carried the 
“bride’s” train. The Captain’s 
suit was a regal gold and white 
and Frank’s headpiece was the 
largest he ever carried. It was 
ten feet high above his shoul- 
ders. 

There are four aides to as- 
sist the Captain, stationed at 
each corner of the band. When 
there is a gusty wind blowing, 
the two front men sometimes 
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have to push him along. 

A Captain wears a sort of 
harness with a pouch on his 
back under his colorful jacket. 
Across the shoulders of his 
coat is a zipper and the base 
of the headpiece is inserted and 
slid into the pouch which is 
concealed by his coat. 

Robert, Jr. was four years 
old the first year he paraded 
with the Greater Bucks County 
String Band on Broad Street. 
Bobby didn’t mind the cold and 
marched 90%, of the route. 
Three times Frank had him get 
into the lead car to rest and 
get warm, but young Bob let 
everyone know that that wasn’t 
his idea of parading. He gave 
Frank no peace until he was 
allowed to go back into the line 
of march. 

Captain and Mrs. Weller 
made his suit and feathered 
headpiece which weighed 25 
pounds. There is quite a knack 
in carrying one of these high- 
rise fancy decorations. The 
first time Bob put it on and 
tried to stand up, the weight 
pulled him over backwards. It 
took Frank three weeks to 
teach him how to walk and 
keep his balance. From that 
year on Bob wouldn't think of 
missing a parade, so now there 
are three generations of Wellers 
who make the annual trip up 
Broad Street.

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The sun was high that July 
morning in 1855 when the 
freight train from the West 
creaked obstinately to a stand- 
still at the Doylestown depot. 

The day was no different 
from any other to the whistling 
conductor as he sauntered along 
the line of cars, unlocking doors 
and sliding them free. 

The car containing the sacks 
of corn would be near the end, 
he thought, as he reached into 
his pocket and pulled out a 
large handkerchief. Removing 
his cap, he wiped his head and 
face. 

Too hot for July, he thought 
and remembered the jug of 
lemonade he'd left. 

According to the manifest, 
the car was loaded three days 
ago at Michigan City, he re- 
counted to himself, as he un- 
locked the door. 

Closed up tight like that, 
this corn’ll be fit to eat, he 
mused and swung the door free. 

Though reeling from the 
odor of shelled corn, he stood 
rooted to the spot. 

Crouched in the corner of the 
car, his half - open lips 
trembling, his body 
shivering and his eyes 
gro man. 

“Hello,” said the conductor 
unhurriedly. “Where you 
from?” 

“Kentucky, Massa," answer- 
ed the negro, holding onto the 
side of the car. 

“How did you find the travel- 
ing?” 

“Oh Massa, berry warm, 
berry warm," the negro said and 
inched forward on his knees, 
his clothes clinging with per- 
spiration to his gaunt body. 

*And food and water?" 

"Oh Massa, all the corn 
I’se wanted, heah all the time." 


The conductor turned to- 
ward a railroad man who had 
reached his side with quick, 
light steps. 

“Is this here the man we 
received notice about—escaped 
from his master?” he asked, 
holding up a paper. 

“Oh Massa,” the negro 
cried, wringing his hands against 
his chest, “don’t send a poor 
nigger back. Dey’ll skin um 
alive if dey cotch um back dere. 
Don’t do it, Massa. . . ” 

"Well, we don't hold with 
one man owning another any- 
ways, so... " the railroad 
man exchanged glances with the 
conductor. Then he turned 
back to the negro. 

“See that place over there?” 
and he pointed to a transit 
loaded with hogs. “Now you 
run for it and we'll keep the 
man who is after you here till 
you get a head start.” 

Off in quick strides, the negro 
hoisted himself over the taffrail 
as the tranist was moving—to 
the loud protestations of the 
hogs. 

Behind him, two men laugh- 
ed. One waved a paper wildly 
over his head. It was a blank 
sheet. 

A cruel joke on another 
human being? Jokes were the 
rule, not the exception, when 
black men were sold to the 
highest bidder. 

Slaves were held in Bucks 
County as early as’ 1684. In- 
troduced to Pennsylvania by the 
early Holland settlers, negro 
slaves were said to have been 
on the banks of the Delaware 
as early as 1636. 

William Penn, reputedly a 
kind slave owner, provided for 
the support of his slaves at his 
death. And many Bucks County 
masters, following his example,

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liberated their slaves by Will 
and allowed for their support. 

An act of Assembly in March 
of 1780 abolished slavery in 
Pennsylvania. But the census of 
1790 discounted the fact. The 
number of slaves. still in the 
county was 254. 

Most farmers held slaves. 
Those who could afford it held 
several—men for outdoor 
work—women for indoor work. 
But slavery was mild in Penn- 
sylvania. Most, if they behaved 
themselves, were treated well. 
Not so the Southern slave! 

Three million human beings 
were regarded as chattels. They 


were bought and sold at the 
whims of their masters. Fami- 
lies were separated — men, 
women and children were sub- 
jected to the horors of the auc- 
tion block. Prodded, poked and 
laughed at, their bodies were 
considered *'soulless" properties 
of other human beings—vege- 
tables void of the capacity of 
every human heart—to love 
and be loved. 

They were driven to their 
labors in the fields by ruthless 
taskmasters and subjected to 
inhuman conditions that only 
humanity can bestow on its own. 

Rebellion gathered momen- 
tum. The line of demarcation 
between northern and southern 
viewpoints grew more distinct. 
Hostility arose in the north with 
loud condemnations. The 


“Anti-Slavery movement” be- 
gan. Facilities for the slaves’ 
escape into freedom became 
credulous—and the north 
whispered urgings. 

A growing tendency erupted 
in the north . . . Regardless of 
political differences, the north- 
erners were prone to “go” pro- 
slavery or anti-slavery The 
south was undivided in its stand 
for bondage. Not so the 
north, in its stand 
against it. Those of the north 
who had family or business 
connections with the south, 
sided with the slave power. 

But the slaves, aware of the 
general uneasiness in the north, 
tended to be restless. Those 
most restless were sold to far 
off cotton plantations in the 
Gulf States. Away from the

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ever-beckoning border of free- 
dom. 

Yet before the end of the 
first decade of the 19th Cen- 
tury, the hegira of southern 
slaves toward the promised land 
of Canada began. 

And to aid the fugitive slave, 
the “Underground Railroad” 
was born. 

Organized around 1810, the 
operation was first coined by 
baffled southern masters in the 
early days of the fugitives. 
When the trail of the escaping 
slaves abruptly ended at Colum- 
bia, Pa., one irate master re- 
torted, “There must be an “un- 
derground railroad" in the 
neighborhood." So there was! 

Though less organized and 
less used than other counties, 
Bucks County's participation 
loomed large in the migration 
of slaves through the "under- 
ground" operation. 

The slaves reached the coun- 
ty over the northern Chester 
County line, by way of Norris- 
town. Homes and occupations 
with county farmers were fre- 
quently secured. Some remain- 
ed. Others, whose hearts were 
too filled with fear of the pursu- 
ing master, moved on. 

The “railroad” was staffed by 
abolitionists. There were no 
hard, fast rules for member- 
ship. Sympathy and compas- 
sion were the dues each member 


paid. 
The individual stations of 
the “railroad” were at the 


| homes of the abolitionists. Ap- 
proximately ten miles apart. 

The operation began at 
Columbia, Pa., a nearly all- 
negro settlement, and moved 
toward the north, northeast and 
northwest. 

The fugitives set out, unaid- 
ed, on their trek. They traveled 
by night, guided by the North 
star. Incurring the risk of re- 
capture and being sold to a 
further southern market, they 
hid from sight by day. Barns, 
deep woods, corn shocks af- 
forded them partial protection. 
But run as fast and as far as 
they would, their fear went with 
them. 

Poorly clothed, victims of 
the elements, they sought the 
freedom they considered their 
birthright. Shoeless children, 
unable to continue, were car- 
ried by the weary parents, them- 
selves barely able to walk. 

Belongings were left behind! 
A new life was theirs— await- 
ing them at their "station". New 
clothes, credentials, medical 
care, employment and fares for 
the stage ride further north. 
Most of all—hope.

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CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS

January 1964 


In this Christmas season, 
when snowflakes should fill the 
air, and days become shorter 
and nights are longer, 1 paused 
one late afternoon in front of a 
store window in Doylestown, 
looking at toys. It was five 
o'clock and yet it was dark. I 
tried to visualize what this 
town and other rural Bucks 
County towns were like years 
ago, during the weeks before 
the holiday season, before there 
were electric lights and when 
nights were long and cold. 

More than a century ago— 
exactly one hundred and thirty- 
three years ago (1830) — 
there were only one hundred 
homes in Doylestown (popula- 
tion 450) and only five stores. 
Competition could have been 
rather keen, but I suppose 
there was only one or possibly 
two stores that handled Christ- 
mas gifts. Stores where little 
children could flatten their 
noses, peering through the 
windows at the many toys 
offered by Santa — gifts such 
as hobby-horses, hand-carved 
wooden soldiers, alphabet 
blocks, tops, the Jack-in-the- 

box, and wooden dolls. 

At this same time, in 1830, 
there were six taverns in Doy- 
lestown and seemingly all did 
a good business, especially dur- 
ing the Christmas season when 
all Inns did well. Years later 
during the Christmas holiday of 
1862, *Mine Host" of Brower's 
Hotel on Main Street, Doyles- 
town, treated the boarders and 
patrons of his house to a mam- 
moth bowlful of egg-nog pre- 
pared by himself. Everyone was 
Sober and gay. This was sort 
ef an annual occasion. 

One hundred years ago, in 
1863, a Christmas Fair was 
held by the Ladies Society of 
Doylestown, in the basement of 
the Masonic Hall, on State 
Street. 

Fancy articles, toys, cakes 
and confectionary were offered 
for sale, the receipts were to be 
used to relieve the hardships of 
wounded soldiers of the raging 
Civil War. Admission was 10 
cents for adults, 5 cents for 
children. Toys were scarce dur- 
ing these war years and in many 
places none could be found. 

Years later, in 1882, Christ- 
mas trees were sold for 25 
and 50 cents, depending on size, 
and as much as $5.00 and 
$10.00 for tall, shapely trees 
(almost unbelievable). Most 
of these trees, interestingly 
enough, came from the Pine 
regions of New Jersey. 

A year earlier, in 1881, in 
the last December issue of 
the DOYLESTOWN DEM- 


OCRAT newspaper, a Spring- 
town correspondent wrote to 
the Editor an interesting ac- 
count of Christmas years be- 
fore: “In ye olden times" chest- 
nuts were saved until Christ- 
mas, for the purpose of going 
out to “Bells-nickle,” as they 
termed it. Parties started out 
on Christmas Eve, in couples, 
masked and dressed in fantastic 
costumes, "scare crow" style. 
They went from house to house, 
spending nearly the entire 
night carrying out their nonsen- 
sical sport. The first intimation 
the inmates of a home had of 
their presence was a rattling 
of the twigs on the window 
panes from the outside. After 
a lapse of several minutes, the 
door opened, slowly and softly, 
but only on a crack. Presently, 
a handful of nuts went rattling 
over the floor. as an induce- 
ment to the children, who were, 
as a matter of course, fright- 
ened at the strange maneuvers, 
although not suspecting any 
danger. In a few minutes more, 
the door opened a little wider, 
and some more nuts were scat- 
tered. By this time, the young- 
sters, having mustered up a 
litle courage, advanced, en- 
deavoring to gather up the 
tempting nuts. Then quick as a 
flash, the masqueraders bound- 
ed in on them, and “crack,” 
they received a stinging rap 
across the knuckles. They were 
seized, and pretended threats of 
violence were made in case the 
little innocents offered any 
resistance. This sudden trans- 
formation almost made the 
children's hair stand on end, 
and begging for mercy, were in- 
duced to almost anything asked 
of them. They would dance, 
sing, stand on their heads, etc., 
so as not to be molested 
any further by the intruders. 
Others, more venturesome, at- 
tacked the intruders and un- 
masked, them. Sometimes to 
their utter astonishment, they 
turned out to be members of 
their own family, who started 
away immediately after supper 
pretending to have some busi- 
ness "down town." This con- 
temptible practice has been 
entirely blotted out of exist- 
ence, fortunately, for surely, 
there was no benefit derived 
from it. Many a child was al- 
most driven into convulsions 
with fright, while the parents 
apparently enjoyed the joke, 
being not aware of the danger." 
This sounds fantastic, but 
true and to think it happened 
in Bucks County! I’m inclined 
to believe we have become a 
little more  civilized about 
Christmas and its celebration.

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The, men and women of the 
"Underground Railroad" re- 
fused to accept the law of land. 
With the enactment of the 
Fugitive Slave Law of 1850, 
they took upon themselves 
greater risks. Fines and im- 
pisonment faced those who 
would aid the fugitive slaves. 
Even with the act of ostracism 
placed over their heads by 
their fellowmen, the abolition- 
ists clung faithfully to what 
they considered a Higher Law. 
The right of freedom—written 
indelibly in the human heart. 

Quakertown, the home of 
Rich. rd Moore, a staunch mem- 
ber of the "railroad", was the. 
last important station in Bucks. 
This was the point for distribu- 
tion further no.th—tothe Lehigh 
and Susquehanna valleys—the 
less populated regions of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Though not ready to unite 
with the revolutionary motto 
of the early abolitionists—"No 
Union with Slaveholders"— 
Moore's home was open to the 
fugitives. He was credited with 


assisting 600 to escape. 

Portly in appearance, digni- 
fied in bearing and generous 
in disposition, Moore operated 
a pottery in the rear of his stone 
mansion on the edge of. Quak- 
ertown. The "underground sta- 
tion" was in the pottery. He was 
an ardent Quaker and quick to 
sympathize with the black 
man’s plight. 

Cloaked in secrecy and de- 
dication as thick as the night 
under which it sought cover, 
the “railroad” continued to 
operate down to the Civil War. 

Virtually every township and 
borough in Bucks County ser- 
ved as a station or substation. 
Doylestown, Solebury, War- 
minster, Hatboro, Langhorne, 
Buckingham and Wrightstown 
are but a few. 

Many of those who kept the 
“railroad” alive will never be 
known. But bravery and loyalty 
obviate names and titles. Be- 
cause of their common goal, this 
country did not become a free 
hunting ground for the southern 
taskmaster, bent on returning 
to bondage his “property”. 

Each slave who made a try 
for freedom earned it. He risked 
his life in the bid.

Bucks county’s treasury balance at the end of the year 1921 
was $24,292 and expenditures that year amounted to $375,- 
562.32. The county’s official treasury balance at the close of the 
year 1962 was $285.877.54 and the total expenditures that 
year amounted to $6,438,245.77. 

Dovlestown was hard hit by a business depression in 1921 
but not as badly as other nearby boroughs . . .S. Holmes & Son 
plant had closed down, the Relda Ribbon Mill worked but three 
days a week and things were slow at the Doylestown Agricul- 
tural Works for the first time in years, but pool rooms in 
Sellersville, Quakertown and Lansdale were filled with unem- 
ployed . . . J. J. Conroy, authorized Ford agent “anywhere in the 
United States" advertised plain touring cars, $440; touring cars 
with starter, $510. 

Doylestown students awarded essay prizes for their present- 
ments on the subject, *Why Buy a Bucks County Farm", were 
Marie Kentopp, Janet Denlinger and Helen Sholler, with Leigh 
Mitchell Hodges and George S. Hotchkiss as judges . . . Ray- 
mond Wodock, of Bridgeport was elected manager of the 
Doylestown baseball club of the Montgomery County League, 
with Wilson Kramer as vice president; John Coates, treasurer; 
James M. Kane, secretary and a finance committee composed of 
Louis C. Rufe, Frank Flack, William Reimer, N. F. Power, Roy 
Johnson, R. C. Tucker, Asher Lear, Harry Nelson and Warren 
Myers. 

The Bucks County Bar Association held its 37th annual 
banquet at the Fountain House, D-Town and went on record 
opposing an increase in inheritance taxes . . . Monday, January 
17, 1921 was a BIG DAY in Doylestown and Bucks county for 
that matter . . . It was the first day that women jurors started 
to serve in Bucks county . . . Called as the first ladv jurors were 
Miss Marian Scholl, Warminster teacher; Mrs. Agnes Williams 
Palmer, Solebury Township: Miss Winifred Callahan, Bristol 
and Alberta M. Tomlinson, Warwick Township .. . The first 
Doylestown woman drawn for jury duty was Mrs. Emma L. 
Rice, wife of Ex-State Senator Hampton W. Rice, for traverse 
jury duty. . . . Judge Ryan expressed his belief that “women 
jurors will be a great benefit to the country." 

Dovlestown Reading freight yards planned a $100,000 
improvement program to promote the building of a much- 
needed “Y” in the freight yards. . . Believe it or not, 43 years 
later (two weeks ago) the same freight yards went out of busi- 
ness (those nasty trucks!). . . .A local advertisement by The 
Dungan Fertilizer Company (D-Town) read, *Dead Animals 
Removed by Automobile Trucks, $1.00". . . George W. Mc- 
Intosh,dean of Doylestown newspapermen died at his home on 
Maple avenue at the age of 71 years. . . Whether it was a short- 
age of romance or not, January 1921 produced but 38 couples 
for marriage licenses. . . It might have been the high cost of 
living. .. That same year Father Corcoran of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel Church, D-Town made a plea at his Sunday masses for 
special collections to be taken for “the destitute of Ireland.”
